4. Discussions 


SEPA were notified of a pollution incident on Monday 7 January 2019. On investigation a grey discharge 
could be seen from a surcharging manhole along with 'rags' and blue plastic gloves. The grey discharge 
had pooled on site and was seeping into neighbouring land. SEPA meet with Mark Wilson (HS&E 
Manager) that day to raise our concerns. 


This pollution incident is a breach of Permit condition 2.8 Protection of Soil and Groundwater. 


An Incident Investigation report was subsequently submitted to SEPA detailing the event. The cause of the 
pollution incident was attributed to a blocked drain basket (newly installed), this caused wash down water 
and debris from the filleting and packing area to back up in the external drain, discharging via the 
manhole. 


The drain basket has now been removed and replaced by two macerator pumps with an enlarged strainer. 
A high level sensor is also being installed into the manhole to alert of potential overflow. Drain sieves of 
fine and coarse grade are being manufactured to fit to the internal surface drain channels. The operator has 
implemented these control measures in a bid to ensure there is not a recurrence of this incident. 


On site, the area surrounding the drain has been cleaned and the operator is liaising with their neighbour to 
ensure their land is returned to its former state. The operator has advised they are monitoring the site 
closely.
